"We have a 
long coastline, with waves for every level of 
surfer. Goa has among the largest number 
of surfing schools in India and we also have 
one of the best lifeguard infrastructures,” he 
adds. Also, many of Goa's surf schools work 
with International Surfing Association (ISA) 
trained instructors. 


Surf schools dot almost every favourable 
beach in Goa, from Arambol in the Nerth 
to Agonda in the South. One of the oldest 
among them is Surfwala, started in 2011, 
by Jonathan Young, originally from the 
UK. Goa appealed to Young because “the

Krakow

In Warsaw, preparations for the holiday 
season start weeks ahead, with streets 
and parks decorated with colourful lights, 
beautiful Christmas trees marking town 
squares and shop windows glittering with 
decorations. One of the must-visits is the 
fairy-tale illumination of the Royal Garden 


of Light at Wilanéw, which turns into a 
magical land after dark, with thousands 


of twinkling lights. Walk along the 


illuminated tunnelto the palace courtyard, 
stand amid the shimmering trees and 
take a picture against the background 
of the grand Wilanéw Palace. Do plan to

For an off the beaten track Christmas 
experience, head to the town of Wroclaw, 
known for the tiny but iconic metal dwarfs 
placed all around. 


Located along the Odra River, a city of 
islands and bridges, Wroclaw is Poland’s 
own Venice with even two fairy-tale 
houses called Hansel and Gretel. With 
riverside parks and the grand Royal 
Palace housing the Historical Museum 
and the Medallion Art Museum, 
Wroclaw is an idyllic stop.
